A TRAIN WRECKER'S WRENCH

David Hoffzan Reaches the End of His Rope
in Nebraska Oity.

FOR
A Life of Outlawry Brought to a Sud-
den and Merited Close—=The
Plot, the Wreck, the Trial
and the Hanging.

THE LEAP ETERNITY.

The Execution of David Hoffman.

NEnnasgA Crry Neb., July 22,—|Special
Telegram to the Bre |—David Hoffman was
attired last might In a neat, well-fitting plain
suit of black, provided by Sherift MeCallum.
He ate a nearly supper and spent the
evening chatting pleasantly with friends,
referring but once to his approaching execu-
tion, when in reply to aquerey from the Beg,
he aald he thought he eould go through it all
right; anyway he would brace up the best he
could. After spending some time with his
spiritual adviger, the Rev. R. Plerson of the
M. E. church, he retired abont 10:30 o'clock
and soon fell into a sleep from which he did
not awnke untll about hall past five
this morning. He expressed himself
greatly refreshed and feeling splendidly.
When asked what he would wish for break-
fast ha replied that “anytning will do; you
always glve me a good meal.” He then ex-
pressed a desire for some fruit, which the
nurse furnished him, and he ate sparingly of
some bananns and oranges. Ie was very
composed during this time, but Jooked hag-
gard and anxious. He talked fresly with
those around him. When asked If there was
anything else he desired he replied: *“There
Is not,” and sald that everyone around the
Jaill had always been very kind to him in
everything, for which he thanked them.

floffman ate a nearty breakfast. At 10
o'clock the death warrant was read to him,
after which bhe bade farewell to hus brothers.
He bere up bravely.

At 10:20, in ecompany with Sherlff MeCal-
lum and his apiritonl adviser, Hoffman
ascended the scaffold, with a firm tread.
Rev. Plerson offered a prayer, after which
Hoffman made an effort to say something,
but broke down and had to be supported by a
deputy. His shoes were removed, the noose
adjusted, and the black cap put on his head.
Sherlff McCallum sprung the trap st 10:25
a. m,, which launched tho soul of the train-
wrecker into eternity. His neck waas not
broken, and hestrangled to death. 18 pulse
ceased to beat at 10:83, and his body was cut
down and turned over to Coroner Brauer,
who left with It this afternoon overland
for Unadilla for burial. Sheriff McCallum
did his work well and the best of order pre-
valled. Several thousand people were upon
the streets, but only about fifty witnessed
axecutlon, these mostly newspaper men, who
oceupled the sheriff 's office, the windows of
which commanded a good view of the scaf-
fold outside, Cowpany B of the Nebraska
Natlonal guards were ordered out by
the wgovernor to keep the  peace.
Two of Hoffman's brothers were in the city,
but did not witness the execution. John
Fiwh and Henry Norton, two of Hoffman’s
friends, were present by iovitation of the
condemned man,

There wis a well eirculated rumor on the
streats to-day that a mob of determined men
from the country would make an attempt to
got the tiendish Shellenberger to-night, but

it cannot be traced to any reliable
source, though there are any nuw-
ber of citizens who express the

regret that Shellenverger did not hang from
the same scaffold. e was reported as half
dead from fright and begging for protection,
the rumor having reached him in some way.

The execution of Hoffman was the first
legal hanging that has ever occurred in Otoe
county nnd the citizens are anxious that sev-
eral more should follow soon.

THE CRIME

for which Hoffman suffered death was the
wrock of the south bound passenger traln on
the Missourl Pacitic mear Dunbar, Otoe
county, on the night of January 11, 1847,
The train consisted of an engine, baggage
and two passenger cars and & Pullman, and
left Omaha at ® p. m. with elghty-seven pns-
sengers. It was makingup lost time and
running forty miles an hour, when it struck
a misplaced rall one ntle north of the station.
The engine plowed along the side of the

track, turned over and  penned
Engineer Jnmes Dewiit to the frozen
ground. ‘The trottle vwalve plercea
nis  body and eausad instant death.

The fireman escaped with a few alight
brulses. ‘I'he engineer evidently saw the
dunger ahead and endeavored to avert what
ho knew must be fatal to himself or to the
passengers. In the brief space of time left
he partly reversed the laver and bravely died
at his poss to save those in  his charge. The
train on larvlng the track out loose trom the
engife and plunged Into the ereek thirty feet
bolow. Every car save the ehair ear turned
on thelr sides, but fortunately none of the

ssengers worn fatally ivjured, although
orty of them were more or less hurt, The
exprogs 1nessenger, Frank Chenowith, was
cauxht in  the wreck of the baggage
ear and terribly injured. ne of tho safes
struck the sl of bis  head,
mushin his fa and breaking
his skull. His case seemed hopeless from
the outset, but after n tew weels, and the re-
moval of twenty-four rlcces of ghattered
bone from the wound, he began o mend,

The injured wore taken to town and their

next morning sent a thrill of horror throngh
this nnd neighboring states and prompt and
energetic measures wern taken to hunt down
e perpetrato Superintandent Dalby and
Sheritt  MeCallum made an examination
of tho track and discovered elews that even-
tually led o the arrest of David Hoffinan and
Jawes Bell. The spikes and fishplates of the
rail had been drawn and the rail pushed in
50 that the Nange of the wheels must strike
it and throw 11t out of vlace. A erowbir was
found near the track and a broken tool Louse
some distance away furnished eonvineing
proof that the disaster was  deliberatoly
planned and executed.

FOOTPHRINTS IN THE SNOW

THE CONFESRION,

Hoffman detniled the events leading up to
and the commission of the erime. He met
Bell at Unadilla on Janoary 7. On the night
of the wreck he asked Bell to siay with him
at lis brother John's, all night. ‘I'ney had
dinner there during the day. and in the
afternoon witnessed na xaloon fight between
Boll and a man named Roberts,  Late in the
evening they left the saloon for John Hofl-
man's house, *“*We walked on the Missouri
Pacifie track” sald Hoffman, “We were

retty full and Bell told me that it we had all
F!m monoy that was on the traln that was
coming along he would go to Europe and
live like a king. Then ha said to _me that if
I would help him we could get the money
and both g0 over to Europe and get on &
h--1l of a spree. 1 asked him how wo ceuld
get it and he sald that it wa would put a Ioﬁ
on the track and fasten it we could smas
the traln and get the money. [ told him I
wouldn't put a log on the track and then he
sald *Then we can get a crowbar and break
away a rail, I didn’t want to do that
either, but he kept talking to me
about the money and  said  that
nobody would be hurt and when they were
all seared we could get into the express ear
and get the money. We went down to the
Missourl Pacifie tracks and went north until
we came to the Burlington & Missourl cross-
ing nnd Bell said there is a tool house, lot us
break it open.  Dell took a large stona and
smushed in the door and we went in and
took a claw-bar and a wrench,
the track about a mile, and as there was a
bright moon we eould see  up and down the
track agreat distance.  We worked hard and
Just got out the last bolt when the train came
along. \We rushed down in the diteh and
stayed there a few moments, and we heard
the crash of the train and the steam eseap-

ing, and we  heard the screams
of the pnassengers. We then ran
across a  corn  field toward the east

and walked slow to my brother John Holl-
man's housa. [ introduced Bell and told my
brother that we had just walked over from
Dunbar nnd wanted to stay the rest of the
night. My brother then heard of the diteh-
ing and went down to the place, and a little
while atterward we went down and helped
the passengers and we tried to get at the
money, but ag there were so many nrmlmj.
wa gave it up and went back to John's
house. We staid all night talking about the
thing, and decided to quit the country If we
were suspected.” ’
THE TRIAL.

At Hoffmnn'a trial on April 6 Bell turnad
states evidence, saying in substance that he
was willing to tel he knew about the
wrecking, He had been in Dunbar the even-
ing before the wreck and got drunk. Hofl-
man asked him to go with him to his broth-
er's houre, north of town, amd remain all
night. 'They stopped under a shed north of
town, when Dave said: ‘“I'here will be a
passenger train due here soon with lots of
money, and | want some badly.” Bell asked:
“How can you get It while they are ruun-
ning?’ *“wWait and see,” replied Hoffman,
He had & Chieago, Burlington & Quiney tool
house kay, with which be unlocked the B, &
M. toul liouse, where they &vcured a bar and
wrench, and together they went to the Mis-
sourl Pacifie track, Hoffman beine consider-
able in advance, Bell claiming to have been
too drunk to know what they were doing.
When Bell eame up with Hoffman ha was
working to remove the rall on the track, and
to Bell's query as to what he was doing, re-
slied that he ‘was “going to wreek that d—d
raln and get some money."” Bell refused to
have anything to do with the matter and re-
monstrated with Hoffman, but he was de-
termined, and threatened to swear the busi-
ness on he did not remain and see it
out. e remained until the rall was re-
moved. 'l‘hef saw the head-
light of the locomotive eoming
around the curve, and the traln go into the
ditch, got frichtened and ran together to
John Hoffman’s house and then returned
with him to the scene of the wreck. ‘Theyns-
sisted the passengers out of the wrack, then
returned to bed at John Hoflman's. He
asked Dave HoMoan if hedid not feel slck
over the result, and sald he meant to tell all
aboutit, Hoffman replied thathe and John
would swear It on Beil If he told anything
nbout it. Bell had intended to tell anyhow,
but got seared out of the i den when he saw
thie excited mob the next morning.

Ioffman told exactly the same story, only
making Bell the leader and himselt the
drunken follower. .

Hon. J. C. Watson and B. F, Waener, of
Atehison, Kan.,a Missourl Pacifie attorney,
were the pm.-wcutinr attorneys, The jury
was out but thirty minutes, when a verdict of
guilty was returned. Judge Uhapinnu sen-
tenced the prisoner to death, le broke
down and wept for the first and only thne
since the wreck until July 1, when he wns
placed In the iron cage, and a death watch
set over him. James Bell recolved the very
light sentence of ten years in the peniten-
tinry for his share in the business, and he
only esenlued Iy nching when itbecaine known
by his being hurriedly and secretly taken ol
to the punitentianry.

A BRIEF CAREER OF CRIME,

David lefiman, the vietim of to-day's exe-

cutlon, was born near Mt Pleasant, Ia,,
April 4, 1804, and was one of a family of four
boys and four girls, all living, At the age of
thirteen he bezan a wild, roving career by
leaving his parents' home and mingling with
a clngs of tramping eriminals in the west,
There are scores of dark deeds In his life
which he refused to reveal, among them cat-
tle stealing in the Republican wvalley, for
which an old man named Weathersdike and
his son were hung by a mob, e had the
cut of a bhully and the swaggering nir of a
desperado, who, drunk or sober, Impressed
un%as a coward at heart and devilish ou the
surface.
The Bex man visited Hoffman in his eell
Iast Sunday, at which time he appeared the
most unconcerned person in the eity, lle
lmlrhiugllv remarked, that “‘this s the lnst
Sunday 1'll spend In such an uncomfortable
place as this Jail for some time.”” He was a
very llliterate man, never having went to
school in his life, and also very superstitions.
He insisted that he had a wnightly visitor,
from the spirit world, while comtined in his
ecll, an woman who cheered him up by assur-
Ing him that he “would come out all right,”
mtd that ho wassuffering for the sins of an-
other.

Hoffman’s parenta reside In Decatur conuty,
Kiun. Onesister, Mrs, Mattie Fiteh of Elm-
wood, Neb,, has been most untiring in her
efforts in  his Dbehalf, She elrculated a
petition,  to  which  she lurge
number of slgnatures, asking the commutn-
tion of his sentence to  imprisonment tor
life, which she presented to Governor Thayor
with her prayers, but her efforts were in vain,
Aside trom this one sister, none of his relas
tions seemed to coneern themselves in the
least about his fate, and apparently ho had
not afriend on earth, HIis futher some tine
ngo wrote him a letter In which he sald he
would much prefer to see him hang that to
g0 to the ‘,wn tentiary like his contederate,

THE ALIEN ACT DECISION,

Bubstance of Atiorney General Garland's
Opinion as Furnished the President.

—_—

TREASURER JORDAN'S DEFICIT.

It Amounts Only to Two Dollars and
a Half<Horses lmported For
Breeding Purposes Are
Not Dutiable,

Garland's Alien Act Decislon.

Wasmixaroy, July 22,.~Referring to the
eable dispateh from London in regatd to
Attorney General Garland's apinlon on the
alien act, it Is stated that the opinlon was
given to the president sometime awo. The
president hind asked for an opiniop at the re-
quest of certaln persons connected with min-
ing operations who were desirous of obtain-
Ini information. The opinion never chanced
to be given out for publieation, although at
no time was it regarded ns a socret. It was
given to the Associated press to-night.

The attorney general's reply to the presi-
dent considers the various sections of the nct
of March 3, 1557, at great length. His con-
clusions are summed up as tollows:

1. As mines are real estate or Inheritible
I‘nttl'lmsla in real estate, the act does not apply

O them.

2. Btock Incorporation Is persoualty. An
nlien can lawfully have, holdnnd own shares
of stock issued by an American eorporation
whieh I8 now the owner of mineral iands in
the territories, but it the holding by allens
exceads 20 per cent, such corporation can
neither acquire, hold, own, nor herenfter ne-
quire real estate while more than 20 per cent
of the stork is held and owned by allens,

3. Uinder the nct the ndvanesment of mone
herenfier by allens for the purpose of devel-
oping mining property Is lawful, but no in-
terest in real estate ecan be nm]ulred by such
advancement, nor would an allen have the
right to purchase the real estate nor any in-
terest therein on o loan made sinee the pas -
saee of the act, even if sold on his own s6-
curity or len,

4. Allens may lawfully eontract with
Awmerican owners to work mines bv per-
sunal contracts for heirs or by bonalide leases
for a reasonable time.

A Shortage of 8250,

WasmiNaToN, July 2.—1In the examina-
tion of the books and accounts of Mr, Jordan,
Iate treasurer of the United States, which
has bean concluded, the only diserepancy
was a shortage of $4.50 in the way of wold
coln of that aenomination which had been
counted by weight, many years ago, and
passed along from treasurer to treasurer as
rorrect, and the mistake was only diseov-
ered by actual count. The tracer showed
the name of the elerk who made the mistake,
andas he is still in serviee, the matter was
called to his attention and he at once made
the shortage good, so tbhat “Uncle Sam’s”
cash account now balances,”

Hreeding Animals,

WasmNaToNn, July 23.—[Special Tele-
gram to the Bee.] —I'nere seems to be n great
deal of misunderstanding among customs
oftieials concerning the meaning of the see-
tion of the taritY law which exempts from
duty “animals fmovorted ior breeding pur-
poses.” ‘The Iatest complaint comes from
Galbraith Bros., of Jaynesville, Wis, who
rocently imported into the United States
through the castoms house at Detroit ten
stallions known as *Uleveland Bavs,"” from
Glasgow, Scotland,  The animals cost about
$1,000 eachi and were brouzht through Canadn,
T'he collector of cusgtoms at Detroit declded
that beeause Judge Gresham decided that
cortalo horses brought from Canada mnst
duty, therefore these animals were subject
to the tax on animals on the hoof, The tax
was pald under Brulunt and an appeal was
taken to test the case. Secrelary of the
Treasury Maynard directad the collector at
Detroit to-day to take sucl steps as may be
nacessary to seeure the refund of the taxes
pald and stated in his letter that any one who
mmports animals for breeding purposes in
eood falth, whether lie intended to keep
them or sell them, is entitled to free entry
and that the value of the horses in question
is evidence suflicient that they were im-
ported for breeding purposes.

Statistica Showing the Output in the
United States for Six Montha,

P apruema, July 92.—|Special ‘l'ele-
gram to the BeE.]—The bullotin published
by the Amerlean tron and Steel asssociation
says: ‘“I'he American Iron and Steel asso-
ciatlon has received from manufacturers
complete statistics of the produetion of plg
iron In the United States in the first six
months of the present year. Also complete
statisties of the stocks of unsold pig iron In
the hand of manufacturers or their agents on

the 80th dnr of June last. ‘lhese atatistics
are not only complete but they are accurate.
The total production of plg iron In the
Umited States In the first six months of 1887
antounted to 3,051,000 gross tons of 2,°40
pounds. Our production in the last six
months of 1880 was 8,045,042 gross tons.
